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Continuation of 2, NOTE: The added claim limitation of a flexible tube and the newly added method claim raise new issues, requiring 
both further search and further consideration. Moreover, Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive that the claimed apparatus is 
patentable over the prior art of record. As to Applicant's arguments that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the Examiner 
notes that there is no requirement that a motivation to make a modification be expressly articulated in a reference. The test for 
combining references is what the combination of disclosures taken as a whole would suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. In re^ 
SimoQ, 174 USPQ 114 (CCPA 1972): Jn re McLaughlin. 170 USPQ 209 (CORA 1971). References are evaluated by what they suggest to 
one versed In the art, rather than by their specific disclosures, jn re Bozek. 163 USPQ 545 (CCPA 1969). 
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
